This means IOO percent voting 
for all Roosevelt measures, even

concerned, there Is no need for 
one of its United States senators 
In Washington to read bills, at­ 
tend committee meetings, or con­ 
sider legislation on its merits. AU 
that would be necessary, as Sen. 
Burke of Nebraska said In last 
week's debate, would be to tele­ 
phone Mr. 
Farley or the W hite 
House and find out how to vote. 
‘‘Pennsylvania,” said Mr. Burke, 
"may want that kind of represen­ 
tation In the senate, and, lf they 
do. God bless them, let then have 
It; but to me lf would seem that, 
lf the atate Is to have that kind 
of representation. It might as well 
have a parrot In a cage In the sec­ 
retary’s offics. 
and 
bring it In 
when the senator’s name Is called 
and have him say. 'yes. Mr.^ Pres­ 
ident, count me for that. too.’ That 
la not my Idea of what a senator 
should do." 
This Guffey view of government 
Is, of course, close to Fascism, It 
certainly 
is not liberalism.

ties and cans of suds have produced a billion dollars 
In revenue under the Roosevelt administration. With- 
out beer, the new deal would be. therefore, a billion ;

’OBODY could accuse President Roosevelt of buy­ 
ing a pig-in-a-poke when he named Hugo L . 
Black to th© Supreme Court. 


Black's opinions as a senator have been recorded 
on miles of white paper. And they’ve all been on the 
Rooseveltian side. 


His maiden speech in th© senate was a battle for 
Muscle Shoals. He wanted cheaper nitrate rates for 
farmers. That was in the Republican era when a 
young Democrat from Alabama was nothing but a 
vole© crying in the wilderness. But Black stayed to 
see T V A become a fact in 193$. 


His last battle In the senate was his own hill which 
he says would put a bottom In American living stand­ 
ards; the wages and hours bill. 


So what can be expected of him In the oak-lined 
room where the nine justices finally sit down to iron 
out a decision. 


First It's expected that Black will go right to work. 
He ll face that little court nicety that says a polite 
justice should eliminate himself when a controversy 
comes up in which he is personally Interested. 


But Black’s been a senator IO years. He's bad 
his finger in hundreds of laws. If he were to become 
dainty about the laws he should or should not pass 
upon he would truly become th© phantom justice, 
appearing on the bench only now and then.

As Judge, he’ll have several new deal laws on 
which to act. 


The holding company bill is or the way up through 
the lower courts. And when that bill was dying of 
anemia in*congress Black was the hypodermic that 
shoved it through to enactment. Just as the fight 
over the act was on Black opened his lobby investi­ 
gation. In a handful of daya he had proved that hun­ 
dreds of telegrams flooding congress, opposing th© 
bill, had been paid for by the power companies. In a 
a fever of self-righteousness congress passed the 
bill. 


Through dozens of senate sessions Black has beat 
the drum for the rights of people as against the 
rights of property. He's bristled with figures of peo­ 
ple working long hours while others were out 
of 
work. He's inveighed against fortunes built 
from 
shoe-strings when he was investigating the ocean and 
air-maJl contracts. He has Insisted that big business 
bas jumped state lines, and must be controlled by 
national laws. 


H e’ll probably be sitting on the bench when the 
securities and exchange commission comet up for re­ 
view. H e’ll be there when th® right of P W X to lend 
money to cities for power plant* comes up. H e’ll be 
there when his old pet. T VA arrives in the court i 
again. 


He's lent such measures a helping hand for IO 
years in the senate, and it's an extremely safe bet 
b e ll go on lending the same helping hand. 
And fortunately for a generation of student law ­ 
yers still in their cradles, who will grow ap to study 
Supreme Court decisions, the new Associate Justice 
Black has a delicately cut sense of humor.

ECENTLY I read an Interesting 
report about the construction 
of the vehicular tunnel being built 
under the Hudson river and con­ 
necting New York with New Jer­ 
sey. Perhaps the most outstanding 
part of the report was that relat­ 
ing to the marked precautions ta­ 
ken to prevent Caisson’s disease. 
Caisson’s disease, commonly call­ 
ed the "bends” by workmen, is a 
strange and unusual affliction. It 
is produced 
by 
sudden 
marked 
changes in atmospheric pressure. 
For this reason it used to be ex­ 
tremely prevalent among those em­ 
ployed in underwater tunnels, or 
working in great depths below sea 
level. 
Exposure 
to increased 
atmos 
pheric pressure is dangerous. It ex­ 
erts 
damaging 
influence on t a 
mechanism of the body. 
It is a 
danger 
that must be avoided lf 
possible. 
Unpleasant Effects 
Men who work in underground 
tunnels and below sea level are 
subject to unpleasant effects. Bub­ 
bles of air form in the blood with 
evil consequences 
to 
heart and 
blood stream. 
Indeed, there may 
be 
permanent damage and even 
loss of life. 
At first the sufferer complains 
of severe headache, 
earache 
and 
dizziness. 
These 
symptoms 
are 
followed by an acute attack of 
“bends.” Now there is terrific pain 
In the muscles and 
joints. 
The 
victim actually bends over In his 
agony. He requires immediate med­ 
ical attention. 
Today, as a result of our im­ 
proved knowledge concerning Cais­ 
son's disease and other similar dis­ 
orders, 
certain 
precautions are 
taken to prevent them. It is now 
known that lf 
the exposure 
to 
pressure is gradual, the body ad­ 
justs itself and no ill effects occur. 
To accomplish this, a special de­ 
vice. consisting of air-tight cham­ 
bers. is provided. The workmen go 
from one chamber to another until 
there Is a physical adjustment to 
the gradually increased pressure. 
Carefully Examined 
In addition to this precaution, 
the men are carefully 
examined 
physically, to determine the exact 
state of heart and lungs, lf any 
defects are discovered in the men, 
they are not permitted to engage 
in this work. 
Further, men en­ 
gaged in such construction are per­ 
mitted to do so only for a definite 
and limited length of time. 
As a result of these precautions, 
few if any casualties are now en­ 
countered in the building of such 
modern engineering achievements 
as the new tunnel being congtruc- 
ed under the Hudson river. Medi­ 
cal science has made great strides 
in the prevention of avoidable ac­ 
cidents. We are Indebted to men 
who work at these hazardous jobs, 
and to the scientists who have 
made their work safe.

New state laws effective 
this 
month have altered some of Ohio's 
speed checks. A. P. Morris, mana­ 
ger of the Columbiana County Mo­ 
tor club pointed out today in advis­ 
ing motorists to become familiar 
with the provisions to avoid arrest 
and possible fines. 
The measures require: 
Twenty miles an hour when pass­ 
ing 
a 
school 
building 
or 
their 
grounds during school recess and 
while children are going to or leav­ 
ing school during the opening or 
closing hours. 
Twenty miles an hour in the 
business or closely built-up portions 
of a municipal corporation. 
Twenty-five miles an hour In all 
other portions of a municipal cor­ 
poration, except on state routes 
and on main thoroughfares. 
Thirty-five miles an hour on state 
routes or main thoroughfares with­ 
in municipalities outside business 
portions. 
Forty-five miles an hour on high­ 
ways outside of municipal corpora­ 
tions. 
Furthering its drive against in­ 
creasing traffic fatalities, the de­ 
partment of highways has under 
way a program of marking state 
roads with a double white center­ 
line on all pavements 18 feet or 
more in width where there is limit­ 
ed sight distance on curves, turns, 
at crests or grades, and at app­ 
roaches 
to intersections or 
rail 
crossings.

railroads building, gardens grow­ 
ing. mines being sunk. 
Smolka 
was a little skeptical. 
This sounded to him like another 
of those wild tales out of a wild 
land. 
Schmidt 
suggested 
that 
Smolka go see for himself, and In 
the summer of 1936 that is what 
he did. “ 40,000 Against the Arc­ 
tic" is the book he (Inevitably) 
produced. Its basis is a set of arti­ 
cles written for the London Times. 
He found 
It true that Russia 
was developing 
this once waste 
land. He found there the founda­ 
tions of great cities; in the less 
northerly 
parte of Siberia there 
already are cities with true sky­ 
scrapers—one of tho I' inexplica­ 
ble faults 
of 
Soviet 
judgment. 
since in Siberia there is space for 


30 times the population, probably 
much more. 
Gardens are being grown along 
the 
arctic 
shores, 
and 
mines 
plunge their shafts through perma­ 
nent ice. The northeast 
passage 
is open for navigation (with rea­ 
sonable luck) for three months a 
year, and a remarkable system of 
air 
transport 
supplements 
th-i 
small boats on certain rivers. Con­ 
victs are used extensively — the 
GPU camps are not as 
had 
as 
sometimes they are painted, it ap­ 
pears to Smolka. 
Consciously or otherwise, hos- 
over,*Smolka has made a plctuie 
of a capitalist society In the m ak­ 
ing. There are wide differences in 
pay and opportunity; 
saving, in­ 
heriting and so forth la possible; 
the objectives are those of a capi­ 
talist country; one may have ser­ 
vants; a life of idle luxury Is pos­ 
sible and actually had by certain 
members of society such as tho 
airplane pilots’ wives. 
Primarily, all the Arctic devel­ 
opment is for military defense, ac­ 
cording to Smolka. And the Sov­ 
iets have given the development 
concession to a company modeled 
after the East India company!

The remaining 42,000 still were 
aboard ship, waiting until the Ja p ­ 
anese command decides It is safe 
to land.

Zlmmy said he'd tried the 
oceanic swim but failed because 
the ships pool was drained 
each 
night. 
The legless New Yorker, father 
of two children, said his first at­ 
tempt to swim the Atlantic was 
made aboard the Queen Mary, on 
the trip home from a world exhi­ 
bition swimming tour. 
“ I didn’t find out until after I 
had boarded the ship that the wa­ 
ter was drained from the 
pool 
each night,’’ he added. "But, if 
there’s a ship that doesn't drain 
its pool i l l try It again." 
Zlmmy said he already had es­ 
tablished one 
world's 
endurance 
swimming record— 97 miles in IOO 
hours off Honolulu— and he added 
that that mark, if he succeeds in 
his present attempt, "must 
nec­ 
essarily fall.” 


Since entering the water In A l­ 
bany Monday night he has gone 
about 40 miles, and that at a rate 
of only one mile or so an hour. 
At one time yesterday

lost 
three miles to the river when the 
tide swept him back towards A l­ 
bany. 
"Bu t I’ve decided to loaf around 
in coves when the tide starts com­ 
ing up the river,” he said. " I can 
swim far, but I can’t swim fast.”

BOYS HAVE TRADED FISHIN’ POLES FOR BOOKS 


Educational system s 
each 
year 
are becoming more and more cog­ 
nizant of the necessity for a pro­ 
gram of safety instruction. Its val­ 
ue speaks for itself. 
In some cases, an aroused pub­ 
lic is bringing pressure on schools 
to include such programs in their 
regular work. Many 
schools 
are 
adopting them to meet 
this 
de­ 
mand. 
W est Technical High school in 
Cleveland has developed 
a 
pro­ 
gram that is 
comprehensive 
and 
well planned. O. P. Schneider, shop 
superintendent of this school, out­ 
lined it in a recent issue of Ohio 
Schools magazine. 
Cannot Be Frightened 
He says, “The ideal system does 
not necessarily deal 
with 
death- 
dealing facts or horrible examples. 
Students of high school age can­ 
not be frightened Into doing the 
job the safe way. Their attitude of 
indifference must be overcome by 
a continuous process of education 
that develops safety habits, safety 
knowledge and proper attitudes to­ 
ward safety." 
At W est Tech uniform bulletin 
boards were erected in conspicu­ 
ous places throughout the building. 
They are used to display a safety 
poster and a weekly safety slogan. 
Knough posters are 
obtained 
so 
that each bulletin board has a d if ­ 
ferent poster each week 
Teachers are supplied in advance 
with slogan topics that 
are 
not 
only timely but are to the point. 
They are incorporated into weekly 
lessons. In the shop classes, three 
five minute periods each week are 
devoted to some specific phase of 
safety. 
Address 8ystem Used 
The school’s public address sys­ 
tem is used as a unifying agent. 
Each Monday the 
week's 
safety 
slogan with a 
parallel 
talk 
is 
broadcast. Also during this period, 
from time to 
time, 
outstanding 
speakers are invited to appear be­ 
fore the entire student body on 
im portant topics bearing on safety. 
Definite safety organizations are 
•et up in the shop department, to 
further the effectiveness 
of 
the 
program. Coperation of the teach­ 
ers is enlisted in developing safety 
Job sheets and safety checking de- ! 
vices. 
A special campaign resulted In I 
many beneficial corrections. Class­ 
es were rerouted to elim inate over-1 
crowded passageways, slippery and j 
worn floors at the foot of stair­ 
ways were repaired, improper ven­ 
tilation 
was corrected in several i 
classroom s and a more careful at j 
titude was developed toward leav­ 
ing exposed objects in the halls , 
and classrooms.

to 
have all injuries, no matter how 
trivial, sent to the nurse for tr«at*

Tests Of Intelligence Give St. Louis Girl, 3, 
Rating 20 Points Above Super-Genius Level 


Vocabulary Steadily Increases With Child Commanding 


Speech Associated With 6-Year-Old Youngster

ST. LOUIS. Aug. 25 —A rating of 
IGO— 20 points 
above the intelli­ 
gence level designed aa "genius' 
has been received by three-and-one- 
half-year-old Gail Henderson, who 
recently was given a test by local 
psychologists. 
The intelligence rating of a per­ 
son is determined on the basis of 
correct answers to questions asked 
in a test known as the Stanford- 
Binet test. Only one percent of the 
population of the United States ha3 
an “I. Q." 
(Intelligence quotient) 
above 130, and less than one-half of 
one percent has an intelligence rat­ 
ing above 140. according to psychol­ 
ogists who gave the examination. 
Little Gail has been talking since 
she was l l months old. when she 
first uttered a coherent statem ent 
of "don’t want no more.” 
Her vo­ 
cabulary 
has 
steadily 
increased 
since that time until today she has 
a command of words equal to the 
average six-year-old. 
Quick, Accurate Memory 
The child has a quick and accu­ 
rate memory which helps her learn 
figures and facts without apparent 
effort. 
Once she grasps a state­ 
ment. she never forgets. 
Such long woards as hippopota­ 
mus. 
Mississippi, 
Constantinople 
and interdenominationaiism are in 
her spelling repertoire. 
"M ississippi” 
she 
pointed 
out 


"bounds St. Louis on the east and 
is known as the ‘Father of W aters.' ” 
She also volunteered the informa­ 
tion that 
"Christopher 
Columbus 
discovered America” and then went 
on to name the three ships in which 
he and his party set sail. 
No impediment of baby talk mars 
Gail's pronunciation, and there is 
no air of showing 
off 
about the 
youngster. 
The days of the week and the 
months of the year roll off the tip 
of Gail's tongue with never a mis­ 
take. 
Memorized Prayer Speedily jm 
The child’s mother, Mrs. 
Henderson, recently gave Gail the 
task of learning “The Lord's Pray­ 
er.” 
In 15 minutes, after a dozen 
repetitions Gail knew the prayer by 
heart. 
She has been able to recite nurs­ 
ery rhymes by heart since she was 
18 months old. 
She knows the or­ 
dinary baby songs such as “Little 
Bo 
Peep.” 
and 
other 
nursery 
rhymes. 
“Gail, however, hasn't developed 
a really good singing voice yet," her 
mother modestly says. "and I have 
never given her dancing lessons. 
This September, though, I am going 
to send her to a dancing and dra­ 
m atic school." 
The little Henderson child is one 
of several very young children in 
and around 
St. 
Louis who have 
received amazingly high scores in 
intelligence tests in the past few 
weeks.

Student's Philosophy Of Living And Attitudes 


Toward Existence Influenced By Sports

Someone has *aid that only 25 
percent of the skills and knowl­ 
edge learned in school are retain­ 
ed for five years, while 75 percent 
Of the attitudes and personality 
traits are retained for the same 
length of time. 
It that be true, then k is inter­ 
esting to ask bow and where our 
Attitudes are formed and shaped. 
I have alway* felt that one's atti­ 
tude toward life, bis philosophy of 
Ike, is at least party formed and 
developed 
in 
connection 
with 
•(bool and college athletics. 
We in the coaching adm inistra­ 
tive field feel that athletics teach 
a boy to win on his own m erits. In 
th e race or game he is not per­ 
mitted to do anything to his oppon­ 
ent that his opponent does not 
have the sam e right to do to him. 
'Evil Against Good' 
Th< re is an age-old philosophy 
of destruction very much in evi­ 
dence in the world today as oppos­ 
ed to a philosophy of construction. 
In the words of another, "It is the 
philosophy of evil as opposed to 
the philosophy of good.” 
Many whoae minds are intrigned 
*>y the idea of destruction believe 
th at the cause of human Buffering 
Is the natural result of the institu­ 
tion of private property. 
There­ 
fore, such pimple preach the de­ 
struction of private property in­ 
stitutions and the leveling of so­ 
ciety. If is not strange that th o s e 
who subscribe to this philosophy 
are opposed to com petitive athle 
lies. 
Neither is it 
strange 
that 
rarely do we find 
our athletes 
among these destruction^!*. 
It 
is 
custom ary 
at 
football 
gam es played In the afternoon to 
raise the American flag, accom­ 
panied by the playing of the na­ 
tional 
anthem , 
while 
everyone 


stand* at attention. Why do this? 
Could it be that a man who is 
loyal to his school usually will be 
found to be loyal to his country 
and likewise the student who is 
loyal to his country may be ex­ 
pected to be the most loyal to his 
school? 
Loyalty Just Principle 
Why *peak of this? Simply this 
—For a number of years it has 
been considered sm art in some cir­ 
cles to ridicule patriotism , w hether 
patriotism is expressed in term s of 
loyalty to country or school. Our 
whole system of com petitive a th ­ 
letics is based on the idea that a 
competitor should be loyal to him ­ 
self. which means he should be 
loyal to the cause, to sportsm an­ 
ship and to the ideal* and tradi­ 
tions of sport in his school and 
his country. 
Maj. John L. Griffith, in an edi­ 
torial in the October, 1936, Athletic 
Journal, very aptly upheld these 
rem arks: 
"The 
best 
school 
of 
Americanism today is that presid 
sd over by our school and college 
coaches who believe in their coun­ 
try.” 
Some people have argued that 
we coaches place too much stress 
on 
developing 
champions 
and 
championship teams. In the first 
place, 
a 
championship 
team 
is 
about 80 percent m aterial, IO per­ 
cent luck and IO percent coaching 
ability. 
In our schools, do we not strive 
to have our students do their beet 
and do 
wo not single out and 
praise 
our 
honor 
students? 
In 
other words, in education, as in 
other 
institutions, 
we 
have 
not 
attem pted to place a limit on how 
tall men may grow so long as in 
growing they do not interfere with 
the opportunities of other* like­ 
wise to grow tall. 
Given Full Opportunity 
I believe that athletes shoult^be 
given full opportunity to rise to

Children Now Taught Art Of 


‘Listening’ With Sound 


Waves, Vibrations 


By Th# UaMH Trim, 
ASh LOUIS. A u* H —Ohiidfw i en­ 
rolled at St. Joseph’s Institute for 
the Deaf here are taught to speak 
and hear through sound waves and 
vibration#. 
The method has proved so suc­ 
cessful. according to Mother Syl­ 
vania. director of the institute, that 
the sign language, ancient m eans of 
communication among the deaf, ia 
no longer taught. 
Children as young as three years 
are accepted at the inatitute on the 
theory that the earlier training is 
begun the easier they can learn to 


speak and develop an aw areness of 
sound 
conveyed 
by 
vibrations 
through the nerves. 
The first step in the process of 
teaching the pupils is done before 
a m irror. They are shown the var­ 
ious positions of the lips, tongue 
and cheeks daring the production of 
individual sounds. The teacher pro­ 
nounces the sound while the child 
places bis finger tips on her face to 
feel the voice vibrations. 
A fter intense application to this 
fundam ental step, the pupil w atches 
him self in the m irror and tries to 
im itate the teacher. Unable to bear 
the sound he produces, the pupil de­ 
pends entirely upon the m irror and 
the feel of the vibrations in his fin­ 
gertips 19 receive and identify the 
sound. 
A lter he has m astered U’Mm 
basic letter sounds, the pupil th e J fS 
begins to construct them into w ord#^^ 
and sentences. 
The average child coming into the 
institute, according to Mother Syl­ 
vania. is surprised and fascinated 
by the knowledge th at he has a 
cam e and that 
comm os 
objects 
which he has previously known only 
by 
sight 
and 
touch 
also 
have 
names. 
In addition to learning to hear 
through sound vibrations the pupils 
also becam e adept at reading lips.

by 
tradi­ 
tion, and 
corrective 
suggestions 
can be easily confined to funda­ 
mentals of conduct. 
Become Good Leaders 
“ For these reasons and because 
of the personal traits necessary to 
successful leadership many direct­ 
ors of club activities become excel­ 
lent guidance officers for certain 
types of students. 
"In a lesser degree, perhaps, but 
based upon similar advantages, the 
sponsor of every student activity 
should be able to establish advis­ 
ory relations with his group. How­ 
ever, the hponsor who attempts to 
use any unfair tactics in order that 
he may further his own interests 
soon becomes a detriment to the! 
whole organization. 
“Learning is an integrative ac­ 
clivity . The individual reacts as an 
“ organised unit in meeting situations 
as effectively as he can. He reacts 
emotionally, physically, and men­ 
tally, thereby making learning a 
complex activity in 
that 
several 
kinds of learning may be going on 
at the same time—the primary, and 
the attendant or concomitant learn­ 
ings. 
Would Help Student 
“The technique of teaching ef­ 
fectively handled, would be respon­ 
sible for helping the student ade­ 
quately in two of these respects—

“The administrative activity is 
the way of carrying on the teach­ 
ing techniques so that a maximum 
of needed pupil activity may be 
realised. Some forms 
are 
hotter 
suited to a 
particular 
technique 
than others. The project with the 
pupil purposing, planning, execut­ 
ing and judging may direct any of 
the techniques depending on the 
qotcome sought and the appropri- 
e learning process. 
“The consumer’s project uses it 
to direct appreciation work. Super­ 
vised study may be the means for 
carrying on the technique of teach­ 
ing, thereby best guiding the pu­ 
pils in the proper 
technique 
of 
study. 
Best Pupil Guidance 
“The socialized 
and 
purposing 
recitation may be the administra­ 
tive activity for carrying on the 
reasoning or thinking 
with 
stu­ 
dents; for providing repetitions in 
various way to develop skill; or 
for guiding the appreciation tech­ 
nique so that the pupils will gain 
enjoyment from their own learn­ 
ing activities in connection there­ 
with. 
“There are several other adminis­ 
trative procedures but each empha­ 
sizes the fact that teaching admin­ 
istration is the instructional activ­ 
ity that should guide the handling 
of the teaching techniques In such 
a way that the pupils do the work.

Compulsory Course To Give 


Background Urged To Aid 


Student In School 


eJUD not afford to go toe fast; that 
though It la good to “give a child 
hie head” a little, give him gome 
choice, ti hi also necessary some­ 
times to pet a check on him. For 
thoogh he may know vaguely or 
even quite dearly where he wants 
to go, he probably does not know 
the best way to get there. 
After the three necessary "E s” 
are assimilated, K Ie probably gen­ 
erally wiser to let a child confine 
himself largely to the subjects for 


which he shows the most aptitude, 
in which he is naturally most in­ 
terested. But, he should never be 
allowed to study, half or merely 
one side of a 
subject 
Let 
him 
choose his subject but make him 
go to the foundation of that sub­ 
ject, rather than to begin and end 
in midair. 
If his choice is to major in civics 
(government), then history, which 
is 
responsible 
for 
government, 
should be compulsory. With litera­ 


ture and languages It should be the 
same. If a child wants to major in 
modern literature, he should first, 
or later if you likes be compelled 


to learn something about classical 
literature and the languages essen­ 
tial to an understanding of classi- 
cal literature. 


Freddie was having a hard time 
with his Civics. It wasn't as much 
fnn as he had thought it would be. 
How can the study of government 
be comprehensible to anyone who 
does not know the history that 
made it? And Freddie did not know 
^is history.
